tion. The country demanded postal sav­ 
ings banks—Lunks similar lo those In tuc-

silver bill was passed, it would have be 
come one of the most popular measures in 
Congress. 
Gut the measure seemed to 
lack friends, at least it wanted champions 
and found none, and the matter dropped 
The crash ut savings banks in the Eatt, 
and the numerous suspensions in the large 
cities in the West, have made postal sav 
logs institutions a necessity.

This is 
belter than no law at all on the subject. 
Hts plan is simply to pass a bill authorizing 
the Issue of bonds in denominations as low

postmaster s agents for their sale. This 
woald give many poor persons an oppor­ 
tunity to invest their small savings in these 
bonds, and it woulJ also enable the Gov­ 
ernment to call in a large number of its six 
per cent, bonus. 
The proposed scheme oi Secretary Sber- 
mam's is a good one as far as it goes, but it 
is not exactly the thing to meet the wante 
of the laboring cusses. 
England's postal 
savings system is the best ever devised, for 
the reasons that it is absolutely sale, and 
that it furnishes the wages-earning classes 
Institutions “very similar to our savings 
banks in their convenience without their 
risk and buzzard.” Some time ago we gave 
a description oi the workings ot postal sav­ 
ings banks lo England and Canada, anc 
showed wherein they were much better 
than the system proposed in any of the 
bills then 
bi lore Congress. Sherman's 
plan ot Issuing bon cfs in denominations 
low as ten dollars is a good one, and will 
not 
Interfere with the postal savings 
scheme similar to that which is working 
so satisfactory in European countries. 
What the people need is pcrfc ct security 
When they' place their earnings in banks, 
and the regular postal banks will give them 
this, aud beside it will addnl ail the con­ 
venience of an ordinary savings bank. It 
•one member of Congress desires to ben­ 
efit the people of this couutry and to re­ 
ceive the thanks of the nation, let him de­ 
vise, and cause to be put into practical op­ 
eration, a postal savings scheme.

W a sh in g to n , Dec. 6 — Among promi­ 
nent officials there is much criticism of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, for 
preparing a bill for introducing the salaries 
of foreign ministers.

torious as John M’Keenewas a man. They 
had heard of each other many a time, and 
had longed to see each e t ler. He bad said 
she was the bravest woman in M 8 ouri; 
she had said he was the bravest man of all 
the rough riders of the border. 
Conse­ 
quently when they met at her father’s table 
it was a cordial meeting, and each was 
more than pleased. 
As the sun went down Quantrell and his 
men rode aw ay; aa they passed along in 
front of the house Annie stood at the gate 
and received a salute from each one. Then 
It was that she wished more fervently that 
she was a man that she might go along. 
Shortly after Quautrell’s band had left 
her father’s house, a number of armed men 
rode up, called her father out, shot him 
down and burned his house for his hospi­ 
tality to the guerilla chief. 
She and ber 
mother Heil, while the men who had killed 
her lather went in chase oi the band. 
Quantrell 
was overtaken, there 
was 
a 
sharp 
fight 
which 
resulted 
in the defeat and disbandment of the guer­ 
illas. John M’Keene returned to the ruins 
of the homestead and learned the whole 
story. He met her and the two pledged 
their vows of eternal vengeance. There 
was more than that. She said she would 
go with him and deal the blows of death as 
he did. On horseback they went to an 
humble preacher’s house, and without 
alighting, had him make them man and 
wife. She threw away her woman’s dress 
and donned a male attire. She put on a 
belt besides and two revolvers, and her 
long hair she tucked under her hat. On 
a June morning, 1863, as they, with half a 
dozen others, were riding along over the 
prairie near where now stands the little 
town of Lee’s Summit, they were met by 
a detachment of the Seventh Missouri state 
militia. There was a desperate encounter, 
in which John M’Keene was shot dead and 
Annie M’Keene was shot through the 
shoulder. The others of the guerillas es­ 
caped. When the federals came up to 
where M’Keene and his wife were lying, 
one 
of 
the 
soldiers leveled his re­ 
volver at the head of the woman in disguise, 
but before the trigger was pulled she threw 
off her bat, snatched her long hair down, 
and sat up before him with the face of a 
woman. The revolver was put up, and 
the mystery solved. She told them that 
all she had lived for was gone, but that sue 
was not ready to die herself. She begged 
them to give her companion the best burial 
they could, and said she wanted to go to 
Kansas City. There was a tone of voice 
and a style of earnestness about what she 
said that touched the hearts of the rough 
soldiers, and they buried John M’Keene 
out on the brood prairie ; but there was 
not a stone nor piece of wood within a half 
dozen miles of the place, and nothing was 
left to mark the place of the grave. But 
it was such a burial as many a poor man 
did not have in those days. 
Annie M’Keene was taken to Kansas 
City, where she recovered 
under the 
blessed care ot some Sisters of Mercy. She 
weQt to Memphis, Tenn., and there joined 
the Catholic church and resolved to de­ 
vote her life to the care of the sick and the 
distressed. She became a Sister of Mercy, 
went to the iront of the army, and during 
the remainder of the war was unremitting 
in her love and mercy. After the coming 
ot peace, she went to New Orleans and 
became attached to the convent ot the Sis 
tern ot Mercy. In devotion to her mission 
there was not one that surpassed her in 
earnestness. She was always ready to bear 
the heaviest burden and manifested the 
fortitude in a good work that she had in a 
reckless guerilla warfare as the wife of 
John M’Keene. 
She bore the secret of her life well. 
It 
was a memory that had grown sacred by 
her expiation, and around it was 
the 
sweet incense of a thousand prayers that 
had gone up out of a soul of tears. 
When the late epidemic came on she 
was among the foremost to go to the bed­ 
side of the stricken and dying. 
She 
watched by day and by night—as faithful 
a nurse' as ever 6aw the spark of life go 
out. Not only with her hands did she aid 
the suffering, but in words as well aid she 
give strength to many a poor heart. Thus 
she labored and thus she fulfilled tb6 sa­ 
cred vow of her life till the Father of Mer­ 
cy claimed the Sister of Mercy as his own. 
Annie M’Kecne. o f 1863, .was the Sister 
Celeste whose death is announced In the 
notice at the head of this article.

Complaints of French Millers. 
French millers are again complaining of 
the tax on fjreign wheat imported iuto 
France. 
It seems that European wheat 
only pays a email duty ot sixty cents per 
k it, whilst others, such as American, have 
to pay a higher duty. 
Although the Utter 
kind is the nearest in quality to French 
wheat, no rem unerative ase can be made 
ol it in France, owing to this heavy tax. 
Belgium millers are much better off ; they 
im part American wheat, manufacture the 
fl mr, a n i send it to France, without pay­ 
ing duty, at prices one to one-sixth per 
sack less than French millers can afford to 
manufacture it. A French m iller,describes 
this as an anomaly, and tays th at either 
the tax of three francs on American wheat 
ought to be abolished, or else American 
flour should be taxed to au equal extent. 
Further, it appears tnat Antwerp imports 
American barrel flour ; this is put into 
sacks, and designated by some brand, and 
sent into France without payment of duty. 
These matters are bitterly complained ot 
by French millers, and certainly m erit the 
attention of the French government, es­ 
pecially during the present season, when 
so much will be imported by F rance.—

Feeding Bran With Meal. 
Prairie Farmer. 
For winter feeding, where cattle are 
kept in stalls and heavily fed, there is no 
better divisor tor cora meal thao wheat 
bran. It is also cheap, aod furnishes what 
the c irn meal lacks. 
When cattie are fell 
on corn meal as the principal food for fat­ 
tening, it is apt to cloy if fed ^in to large 
quantities, hence our best feeders are lo 
the habit of using bran as the cheapest and 
best means for rendering the meal fed 
more digestible. In this each feeder must 
use discretion as to the proper quanti­ 
ty to be used. One-quarter of the bulk of 
teed in bran to three-quarters of corn meal 
may be taken as a good general rule, to be 
varied according to circumstances. 
For 
working bones fed on cut feed, this pro­ 
portion will also be found to be nearly 
right. For horses doing fast work, oats 
fed whole are of course the best possible 
feed, in winter, for driving horses, about 
one-quarter the weight of the feed may be 
4 ood sound corn, mixed with the oats. 
Where bran is cheap, and it usually is so in 
the W*4t, it will be found a valuable ad­ 
junct for dairy cows in the winter, in con­ 
nection with corn meal. 
These will be 
found a valuable of any used, in proportion 
to ihe cost, for making m iik rn winter. 
That theie is no longer doubt as to the 
v^lue of corn, or its manufactured product, 
corn meal, as among the very best of the 
materials either tor fattening or for animals 
at work, we have the evidence of most re­ 
spectable authorities both at home and 
abroad. 
Feeders in all our large stables 
agree now pretty g< aurally as to the value 
of Indian corn, either iu the grain 
or 
ground. 
Feeders now generally agree up­ 
on this; and especially tor working stock. 
Nevertheless we should not lose sight of 
the value of bran. It shoed find a place ta 
every stable, whether the stable contains 
_ iKiteuiug stock, workers or young things 
j being raised for future usefulness.
